We are all certainly aware of the 
fact that the past few months have 
been very quiet, locally, as far as 
the AREC is concerned, This is a 
situation that I am sure most of us 
wish to see changed = and soon! 


So e=j in the interest of bring about 
this change and putting our AREC 
group back on the active list, the 
following information is submitted 
by your Emergency Coordinator. 


We have approximately fifty members 
in the Vanderburgh County Amateur. 
Radio EKmergency Corps, more that 
enough to activate the THREE emer= 
gency powered base stations that we 
have available. There are approx- 
imately fifteen active mobiles in 
this county. We have then, the 
basic ingredients of en emergency 
communications network, that can be 
used to assist our community during 
emergencies, We have trained tech~ 
nicians and equipment available. 
The problem boils down to, "getting 
the equipment and the technicians 
together at the proper time and 
place," 


In order to accomplish this, the 
city of Evansville has been divided 
into three control areas, With an 
emergency powered base station, 
capable of both local and long haul 
communications, in each of the three 
areas, A "Station Manager" with 
assistants has been appointed for 
each of the three control areas, 
All AREC members are assigned to 
these base stations according to 
their geographical location. 


The station manager will give each 
member in his. area an “Informaation 
Card" with his emergency duty assign= 
ment written on the card, In this 
way each member will know what his 


specific duty is during every alert,

A JOINT EDITORIAL TO ALL TRI STATE AMATEUR RADIO OPERATORS 


Evansville and the Triestate are most fortunate in having a group of. 
energenic and community minded radio amateurs who are willing to devote 
their time and equipment to aid others in time of emergencies or disaster, 
Many of these amateurs have joined A.R,E.C., some have enlisted as members 
of R,A.C.B.5., and some have remained unorganized, each in his own manner 
seeking to perpetuate his hobby and aid his fellow citzzen by furnishing 
his capabilities and facilities to either the civil or military as needed, 


Several years ago, the Tri State Amateur Radio Society Inc., purchased 
a trailer and various types of communications gear soldy in the interest of 
furthering the facilities available for emergency work, A truck was pur-= 
chased to render the vehicle mobile and the complete unit was made avail- 
able for use by the Amateur Radio Emergency Corps, $ 


The Civil Defense authorities, realizing the value of communications 
in either natural or man made disasters, obtained a 22 foot bus and furn- 
ished funds which were used to purchase the latest in communications equip~ 
ment, In each cgse the same group of amateurs spent many hours converting 
the vehicles and installing the emergency communications equipment. 


In addition to the above, twenty five 2 meter transmitter=receiver 
alerting systems are being purchased and converted for use by the hams, The 
Red Cross has furnished operating space for an emergency station and many 
of the commeroial facilities have volunteered their equipment and operators 
for emergency purposes, Many amateurs have purchased or built mobile 
equipment primarily for use in drills and actual disasters, 


Without furthering ones research it 1s evident that the Tri State is 
well fortified in-so-far as communication, operating personnel and willing-= 
ness is concerned, 


On February 25, the undersignees, namely John Harkins W9WUH, as Emer= 
gency Coordinator, Albert W Schoettlin W9UMS, as Radio Officer for the Van- 
derburgh County Civil Defense, met with Lowell Goodson W9RBV, president of 
the TrieState Amateur Radio Society, Inc., in the interest of surveying the 
potentialities available and to initiate action to better coordinate these 
facilities, It was evident that with all the operators and equipment and 
the willingness exhibited, there were certain features lacking such as co= 
ordination, cooperation, laison, training, etc., between the operators and 
the organizations, As a result of the survey, several steps were taken in 
the interest of developing a unified and well trained organization, 


Clifford C McGuyer W9DGA, was asked to handle the organization of this 
project and has accepted, Mac was chosen because of his understanding of 
the problem, his experience in communication and because he is well known 
and Liked by all amateurs, He in turn has made several appointments, with 
the concurrence of the writers and will start the program immediately, 


With the cooperation of the many hams in the Tri state, applied in a 
well defined program of training and procedure, we can have an organization 
equipped to handle ail emergencies and capable of handling the many re- — 
quests for civic service being received,

EMGRGENCY NEWS Dy WOWUH 

The windstorm of June 10 pointed up 
the fact that we are not putting 
enough emphasis on when we gre supp= 
osed to have an alert, It stands to 
reason that if the telephone lines 

to your particular location are down, 
that you are not going to get an 
alert call by that meama, Also if 
there is a storm that is uprooting 
trees and blowing roof tops off, 
nobody is going to knock on your door 
and ask you to report conditions 

at your QTH on your local emergency 
net frequency, You have to do that 
om your own hook, We.don’t necessare 
ily want our people to be out rune 
ning around during an emergency, but 
after the danger has subsided, then 
is the|time for us to act, 

There were only three stations 
on 29.6 mo emergericy frequency after 
the wind died down june 10, Two of 
those stations were mobile and they 
assisted in directing traffic around 
a fallen tree on Lincoln Avenue until 
the county sheriff arrived, They 
were WOOVB and W9UMS, 

We didn’t have any formal re= 
quests for assistance after the wind- 


storm, however in the inevitable con= 


fusing that follows in the wake of 
all disasters, formal request for 
assistance may be delayed for hours, 
In numerous instances AC power service 
was interrupted for an hour or more 
but no reports were received on the 
enerzency frequency of that fact from 
mobiles in the areas involved, We 


must realize that we cannot always tell 


the seriousness of a disaster from 
what happens to us personally, others 
could be in serious need of help while 
we have escaped unscathed, 

We should place more emphasis 
upon the fact that emergency commune 
ications means operating our amateur 
gear during or after some situation 
that could save lives or property,
